by the addition of building pro¬ 
grammes in the neighboring municip¬ 
alities. 

For September nine homes, valued 
at $28.200. a were started, in addition to 
an apartment block to cost $20,000.

Trees For the Small Garden 


By JOHN HUTCHISON, F.B.H.S. 


Trees are necessary even In the small 
garden both for accent and for shade, 
but as a large tree takes up so much 
room, both above and below ground. It 
is nfffMar) to choose varieties that 
will not grow too large. 

Tree* which.- when full grown, will 
not exceed thirty feet In height, should 
be useful, and these should be planted 
In groups of two or three to give the 
desired effect. 


trees or shrubs that are evergreen must 
be used, ss well as those that pro¬ 
duce berries. In choosing evergreens 
for the small garden those that do not 
grow too large should *bg planted. Many 
of the Junipers, retenrsperaa. and other 
choice conifers will be moat useful, as 
well os such berry-bearing shrubs as 
the COtoneosters. Berberls. and so on. 

Some of the broad-leafed evergreens, 
such as rhododendrons and an lias 
should be introduced, aa well aa a selec¬ 
tion of the hardy heaths, particularly 
the Winter-flowering erica carnsa. 
which b|Bom at Christmas on this Coast 
no matter what the weather may be. 

Many other small trees and shrubs 
wlR suggest themoelves to the keen 
gardener, among them the dwarf 
maples of Japan, the leburnums. the 
Mays, the many kinds of genista or 
broom, the hfdranga. the forsythia. the 
Japanese quince and the red leafed 
plum.

It must .be remembered that a small 
place cannot accommodate many trees, 
however small they must be. so It )s 
best to choose a few varieties and to 
plant two or three of each In groups 
without attempting to make specimen 
tree* out of them Don't plant them 
In the lawn, but around the boundaries. 
Planting In the centre of the lot will 
reduce the apparent size of the place 
which la to be avoided when the space 
Is already small. A planting of this 
kind will be much more effective and 
satisfying than would one com p osed 
of just one example of a great many 
varieties. \ *

Hankow. China. Sept 29. — The 
greater section of the densely popu¬ 
lated Chlneee quarter waa in ruins yes¬ 
terday after a fire which started In a 
gambling den on Tuesday and claimed 
an uncounted number of live*.

Others fought 
thftlr way In desperation along alley 
ways, until overcome by smbfte. Many 
persona were completely cremated. It 
was Impossible to determine the extent 
of loss of life. 

The city’s fire fighters were helpless. 
The area was In darkness from the 
time the fire began, due to Uie col¬ 
lapse of power line poles! ■'*

Order waa restored yesterday and sol¬ 
diers were patrolling the Chinese city.

* the Chamber of Commerce yesterday Premier 
I olmie gave several items of sound advice which it 
is hoped will hear fruit. One was to maintain an 
aggressive, united community spirit; another was to 
support the Chamber of Commerce.

CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATIONS 


twentY-Tive years ago to-day 


The Victoria Dmily Times. September 30. 1003. 


ju»t published « report on cooperative a&socia-- ■ 
tiom in Canada. Thu is the firri attempt to supply 
detailed information on a movement which hai made 
much progreu in the Dominion, particularly in the 
co-operative marketing of products, and concerning 
which particular, are frequently sought. The report 
contains the name, of 1,065 auociation, with a com- 
bined membership of 460,133. 

The various societies are divided into the follow¬ 
ing group,: (a) Fruit and Vegetable Grower,; (b) 
Dairying: (c) Live Stock and Allied Auociatons: 
(d) Grain and (e) Miscellaneous, provmcially ar¬ 
ranged. the date of organization, the number of mem¬ 
ber, and the name, and addrease, of the Operative 
Union of Canada, f Dominon-wide organization, de¬ 
signed to federate co-operative bodies and to propa¬ 
gate cooperative principles. In the fruit and vegetable 
section will .bt* found some aMociation, with large 
memberships, the largest being the Associated Growers 
of British Columbia with 2.800 members. 

In the dairying group, the societies in the three 
prairie provinces all report strong memberships, the one 
with the most members being the Alberts Cooperative 
Dairy Producers with 6,500. In the live stock divis¬ 
ion the United Live Stock Growers stand first with 
35,000 members, and who also make up the member¬ 
ship of the United Grain Growers. The Saskat¬ 
chewan Co-operative Poultry Producers has the most 
numerous following in this class of societies, there 
being 18.703 members. The most important of the 
co-operative marketing societies is the Canadian Co¬ 
operative Wheat Producers, which embraces 147.958 
members, comprised in the Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta Wheat Pools, and is reputed to be the 
world's largest wheat marketing organization. 

In the miscellaneous group appears the name of 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool Growers, a Domin¬ 
ion-wide organization with 12,000 members. Refer¬ 
ence is also made to the Co-operative People’s Banks, 
a credit and savings movement which was founded in 
Quebec in 1901, and which has developed to such an 
extent that there are now 175 of such co-operative 
banking associations operating in the province. In a 
summary of business transacted figures are given for 
416 associabons which reported, showing (I) paid- 
up capital. (2) assets, (3) sales for past year. 
(4) general liabilities, (5) profit or surplus. (6) 
loss. (7) reserve, and (8) unapportioned profits

Far out in the cold darkneu of interstellar night 
the univene. Dr. Millikan believe,, i, constantly re¬ 
building itself. One age-long miracle i, replacing 
wom-out star, and rejuvenating fading planet,: when 
our tun bum, to a cinder a new ,un will replace it, 
and when the far-flung torche, of the milky way bum 
down in their socket, the heaven, will blaze with new 
light,. 

Dr. Millikan, being a scientist and dealing with 
such thing, as comiuc ray,, i, not concerned greatly 
with the human upreb of this vision. But, although 
our day, are rather strictly limited and numbered, we 
cannot help being thrilled. Our soul, never will be 
satisfied with anything lew than infinity and .eternity: 
if we hear that the earth's life is to end fifty million 
year, from now we are depressed. The word "ever¬ 
lasting" i, the greatest word in our vocabulary. 

Thi, it odd. when you stop to think about it. We 
measure our daily affair, by single years, by decades, 
or at most by centuries. We speak of the "antiquity" 
of Egyptian pyramids 3,000 years old. and to specu¬ 
late on the civilization of the year 2928 seem, like 
peering into the moil remote future. Yet we can 
iwitch glibly to the incredibly vaW stretches of time 
in which the scientut deal,; and we can driver when 
we hear that our win. aeon, hence, will go out. 

Yet this may not be so strange, after all. We are, 
as the psalmist said, as the flower that withereth; but 
there is something strangely imperishable and un¬ 
quenchable in our hearts. Limited to a span of three¬ 
score and ten years, we have, nevertheless infinity 
within us. 

This may be irrational, but'it is magnificent. It 
is what has sustained men in all ages, from the day 
of dank caves to the day of skyscrapers. It has 
heartened uncounted millions of nameless heroes to die, 
for cm«s they only half understood, on dusty battle¬ 
fields.

They 
were told to alt down and exchange 
their good ahoee for our poor ones/ 
There waa much grumbling, but the 
exchange was soon made We paraded 
at noon and were marched about two 
miles up the Kile. When coming 
around a bend we saw eight Nile gun¬ 
boats with barges lashed to their sides 
waiting for ua. The gunboats were 
about the alee of small cruisers with 
flat bottoms to enable them to go Into 
shallow water. The barges were double- 
deckers. something like the old Lon¬ 
don omnibus. Tou may Imagine their 
sl*e when the top deck of one held 
190 of os. Each gunboat waa equipped 
the same. The two barges on each 
boat had about 700 troops on board 
and. aa there were eight boats the 
strength of the expedition would be 
between five and six thousand Aa my 
company was suppose^ to. be escort 
for Lord Kitchener, we assigned 

to the flagship, named the Abu Hamid, 
commanded by Lieutenant-Commander 
Beatty, now Admiral Earl Beatty Lord 
Kitchener and hla staff were on this 
gunboat and they used to amuse them- 
selves by throwing empt* bottles into 
the‘river and shooting at them with 
rifles. 

About 3 pm we steamed up the 
Wbite Nile and kepi going until sun¬ 
set. when he tied up to the river bank 
The company waa paraded out on the 
bank and about two doeen axes nanded 
out to us We were told to cut down 
any trees we could find and carry 
them to the boat for fuel X might 
mention that the Oyppo stokers had 
a hard Job stoking to keep up steam 
with greed mimmoea scrub, as those 
were the only kind of trees that grew 
there. We were supposed to be going 
against a current of seven miles an 
hour At daylight next morning we 
started off again and kept going until 
sunset parade again for more*fuel; the 
same thing every day until the finish 
of the trip About two days out from 
Khartoum we left the desert and got 
into bush country. We saw any amount 
pf wild animals and prettlly-plumaged 
birds. One night it waa rather dark 
when we tied up close to a native 
camp Early in the morning the na¬ 
tives came along to inspect ua. We 
did some trading with them We gave 
them an old Jack-knife for a fowl, or 
any other trinket we hed for fowls, 
*gg». ivory, etc. 

About two days after leaving * this 
camp we were surprised to hear heavy 
gunfire Boon we saw two boats about 
the same siae aa ours This was where 
the firing was coming from, and the 
guns on our hosts soon opened fire 
We were ordered to fix bayonets, load 
our rifles and Une the aides of our 
barfe Boon we saw a Targe camp By 
this time a heavy fire mas being kept 
up from both sides. Our boats were 
run into the river bank, tied up. and 
the Oypoe and Soudanese disembarked 
And advanced on the camp. In about 


of seeing the bush. Borne of our fel¬ 
lows started cutting down a decent- 
sized tree. Not having examined It 
thoroughly before starting on it with 
the axes, they Were more than sur¬ 
prised to see clouds of hornets burning 
around, disputing- ownership of that 
particular tree. We soon beat a hasty 
retreat and found something easier, but 
not before we had some casualties. The 
next surprise we got waa to see thou¬ 
sands of monkeys, which seemed to be 
quite friendly and would allow ua to 
get to within eight or ten feet of them. 
Then they would move a few feet 
further away w# also saw lots* of 
beautifully-plumaged bird*—the bird of 
paradise and others. In about two 
days after leaving Faahoda we arrived 
at the Junction of the White Nile and 
the So bat Rivers. This was our destina¬ 
tion. We steamed up the So bat River 
a short distance, but had to quit 
because of tall grass getting tangled 
up in our propellers. The vegetation 
waa so tblck and green you would 
actually think we were moving over a 
large green field We were compelled 
to stop and turn back, but not before 
the Clypoe cleared us of the long grass 
In the propellers I remember one of 
the Oypo sailors showing himself to 
u» after coming out of the water. Hu 
legs and body were covered with 
leeches—that's what they said they 
were. We left two boats at the Junc¬ 
tion of the Nile and Sober Rivers With 
fome troops as a garrison They were 
pretty sorry to be left; they kept call¬ 
ing out "Scotsmen stay here. Soudan¬ 
ese go back to Cairo." About 4 pm 
we started back down the river for 
Cairo We certainly went much faster 
than coming up; the Oypo stokers had 
a peach of a time keeping up steam, 
very different from what it paa com¬ 
ing up. Our first stop was Faahoda, 
the next the camp where the fight 
took place We went ashore there and 
tore all the litUt brush shelters down 
that the Denrlshes bad used and picked 
-out all theN^hlckest pieces of drlsd 
wood for fuel Tbr the boats. We had 
» good look over their camp We left 
a garrison and two boats but took wt 
with us the two boats recaptured from 
the Dervishes. . 

In a few days we arrived at Khar¬ 
toum and entrained for Cairo, as by 
thu time the railway had reached 
there Lord Kitchener had a good 
business head as well as a military one. 
When we started from Cairo at the 
beginning of the campaign the rail¬ 
way only reached as far as Assouan 
We had to march from there to Om¬ 
durman Nearly all Dervish prisoners 
taken were put to work on the raj way 
These prisoners were supposed to com¬ 
plete about twentp-estleasi of railway 
every week. AD*'•tores were run up 
•• as the railhead, then transported 
by camels to the front Tou who read 
this win probably think what a fine 
trip we had and no righting to do. 
But Just try to Imagine being packed 
like sardines in a box. with the burn¬ 
ing sun overhead ail day and raining 
every night. The boards cf the roof 
of our barge were sprung about one 
lnehand the water used to run down

We also were fed on bully beef and

Also, the child becomes so vi««*d to 
a sensation of dampness that It Is -a 
perfectly natural condition to him. He 
Isn't aa uncomfortable as an adult, be¬ 
cause he doesn* -know how comfort¬ 
able it 11 to be dry. Then when the 
mother finally decldee that he is bid 
enough to be trained, she finds herself 
blocked It Isn't easy to .try and con¬ 
vince a child who has been wetting 
himself for a year and a half that be 
is suddenly s naughty %hild. and 
ought to be ashamed, because he does. 
What was all right yesterday seems 
Just as all right to-day. to him.

Training a child toward a state of 
comfortable dryness must be started 
very early in life, even If the tratn'ng 
isn’t completed for many months. 
Mothers who do this discover that even 
small babies will cry when wet If their 
mothers have accustomed them to be¬ 
ing dry But the longer they are al¬ 
lowed to wet themselves and run 
around with rubber diapers ove r We t 
cotton ones, the longer it is going to 
be before their mothers can oonvines 
tpem that being dry is a desirable con¬ 
dition.

of rubber diapers Is to be depfored. be¬ 
cause the mother tends to Ignore the 
tmall child's discomfort and because 
she falls to train him toward dryness 
early enough In his life.

Rubber diapers are coming Into gen¬ 
eral use as a regular part of the child’s 
attire This Is to be deplored. Just 
how many mothers have made an ef¬ 
fort to think this thing through, and 
recognise Its psychological effect on 
the child? 

When the tiny baby Is taken into 
company, naturally clothes must be 
protected. This can be done easily by 
covering the mother s lap with a square 
of rubber lined material If one pro¬ 
tects the baby for only a short time, 
and on occasion*, rubber diapers cause 
no real barm’ It 1# their regular use 
that la serious. 

Rubber Is atr-tlght. and even if it 
does not cause tenderness and chafing 
of the akin, due to keeping the child 
so constantly in a wet condition. It Is 
never good to enclose large areas of 
the body In ady kind of an air-tight 
garment Also, It la frightfully un¬ 
comfortable. as any adult knows who 
has ever tried -to wear a rubber gar¬ 
ment or any kln<L Rubber induces 
perspiration, and the resultant clammy 
feeling Is anything but pleasurable. 

That la one side if It. Mother may 
hasten to reassure everyone that she 
chargee the baby Just as often when 
he la wearing a rubber diaper as when 
he isn’t, but the chances are that ahe 
won't. The baby la dry on the out¬ 
side. he isn’t raining his clothes, so 
she puts off the changing until a 
more convenient time. We have known 
babies who were allowed to go un¬ 
changed all night, and taken up In

evil. Particularly those who drive cars 
without modem lighting equipment, 
should be sure to carry spare headlight 
bulbs and replace burnt-out ones. Im¬ 
mediately upon their failure. Bulbs are 
obtainable at almost every filling or 
service station, and there is no excuse 
for delay in replacement. When one 
headlight only Is lighted. It usually 
burns so over-brightly as to be fright¬ 
fully glaring and the rate at which 
U is being over-burned makes it prob¬ 
able that it too will soon give out and 
laave the car with no road light at all. 
Thus there is even a selfish reason for 
replacing dead bulbs at once Every 
motorist should be sure that his head¬ 
lamp fronts can be detached readily, in 
caae a bulb has to be replaced. Lamp 
fronts become rusted into place and 
sometimes prove impossible for removal 
on the road, unless their fastenings 
have been kept well greased. While 
bulb failures are the usual cause pf 
headlight outrages, loose contacts In 
lamp circuits are sometimes responsible 
for these troubles, Such defects gener¬ 
ally give warning by causing “blinking" 
or dull burning of their bulbs, before 
permanent extinguishment occurs In-

In the first place, to qualify for a 
commercial pilot’s certificate an appli¬ 
cant must be nineteen years of age or- 
over. Commercial pilots’ certificates 
will be issued In respect of these three 
classes of machines: (a) Light ma¬ 
chines. le.. machines having a maxi¬ 
mum safe load (Including fuel and 
oil) of 1.000 pounds or, less; <b» me¬ 
dium machines, l.e.. machines having 
a maximum safe load (Including fuel 
and oil) of more than 1.000 and less 
than 3.000 pounds; <c) heavy machine*, 
l.e.. machines having a maximum load 
(Including fuel and oil) of 3.000 pounds 
or more. 

A certificate Issued only In respect 
of one of these classes of machines Is 
limited to aircraft Included in that 
class, but will entitle the holder to 
fly any machine belonging to the dags 
subject to the conditions (a) that he 
will not take charge of a machine of 
any given type until he has flown a 
machine of that tape for two hours, 
either under instruction or alone in 
the machine; (b) that he may not have 
charge of any machine unless he has 
flown a machlne'wTthln six months at 
least one hour, either alone or under 
instruction. 

Certificates are subject to the holder- 
passing a satisfactory medical exami¬ 
nation at least every six months and 
after any serious accident or illness 
and may be cancelled at any time for 
cause.

never unduly hypersensitive nor by- 
, posensltlve

ATTACKING HEART 


Some germs have a tendency to at¬ 
tack the lining waits of the heart or 
the structure of the kidney or other 
vital structures. Therefore any abeceas 
or pocket of Infected matter, however 
small. If persistent and not tending 
toward recovery should be drained and 
the structure given opportunity to 
heal. 

Sometimes. Immediately after the 
tooth has been removed and the 
abscess opened and drained, there 
seems fo be an intensification of the 
symptom* for which the removal was 
done. This may be due to the fact 
that the removal has opened up the 
wall of the abscess and permitted tem¬ 
porarily greater absorption of Infected 
material. The tendency is. however, 
toward recovery within a short time. 


These conditions brought on revolu¬ 
tionary changes In the air services on 
both sides and there was a mad rush 
to see which aide could develop the 
moat rapidly.

FOUR BRANCHEM 


It has always been claimed that the 
tests for Canadian pilots are "stlffer’’

Here is what the Department of 
National Defence at Ottawa, specifies 
in this regard; 

"Flying tests for commercial pilots* 
certificates will be as follows: 1 —Tests 
for taking off and alighting: ( 1 ) A 
lllght. to the satisfaction of the ex¬ 
amining officer, during which the pilot 
shall attain a minimum altitude of 
5,000 feet above sea level and finish 
with a glide, the engine being shut 
off at that height, the alighting made 
without restarting ths epgine. and the 
machine brought to rest within 300 
feet of a point fixed beforehand by 
the examining officer of the test: 
(b) four similar flight*. In each of 
which the pilot shall fly at an altitude 
of not leas than 1.500 feet above the 
ground or water and shall alight within 
150 reel of a mark selected before tak¬ 
ing off. 

i—‘first Of skill i OH' one of tha‘ 
four flights last mentioned, the pilot 
shall fly at an altitude of not leas 
than 1.500 feet above the ground or 
water around two marks situated 530 
yards apart, making, to the satisfaction 
of the examining officer, a series of 
five figure-of-eight turns, each turn 
reaching one of the marks 

3—Test of endurance: A cross¬ 
country or oversea flight t>f at least 
175 miles, beginning end ending at 
the same point. The candidate shall 
be Informed of his course and fur¬ 
nished with the appropriate mop. The 
judges will decide whether the flight 
has been satisfactorily made.

If the front wheels are directed 
straight ahead and the rear wheel* are 
locked suddenly, even on a wet pave¬ 
ment. there 1* little likelihood of a 
skid Despite this fact the engineers 
say It la dangerous to try to “straighten 
out" the car while it is skidding by 
turning the front wheels in the oppo¬ 
site direction to the skid 

On the contrary, the front wheels 
should be directed with the skid, so 
that the bearing surfaces of the front 
wheel* will help curtail the skid. 

MOST BRAKING IN FRONT 

In the case of four-wheel brake*, It 
is found that skidding can be avoided 
on wet pavement If from sixty to 


seventy- per cent, of the braking power 
ls applied to the front wheels and the 
rest to the rear wheels. This is con¬ 
trary to present practice. It would not 
permit easy control of the steering 
wheel, with the front wheel* under 
such great broking pressure. 

But the scientist* say that steering 
can be regained almost Immediately. If 
the car Is to be stopped In an emerg¬ 
ency. by momentarily releasing the 
brake, ’steering the car and then almost 
Immediately applying the brakes again. 

If most of the braking pressure is in 
front, also, care must be maintained 
at all times and sudden stops avoided. 
A sudden stop, under such conditions, 
would throw the occupants of a car 
forward with a dangerous jolt. 


The first thing learned is that skid¬ 
ding results when the front wheels of 
an automobile are turning and the rear 
wheel* are locked suddenly. The centre 
of gravity of the car may continue in 
a straight line ahead, but the car itself 
will make a complete turn-about

Trees Tell History of Weather 
Woman Is ‘‘Butter and Egg Man” 


More than a quarter century of pa¬ 
tient study of the ring* in tree trunks 
ha* satisfied Prof. Andrew E. Doug¬ 
lass. of the University of Arisons, that 
tree* record the history of the weather. 

Rainfall, temperature and other 
melerolofical conditions of the past. 
Prof. Andrews 1* convinced, can be as¬ 
certained from a study of the growth- 
rings of old trees. 

Prof. Douglass began his Investiga¬ 
tions by taking ring measure menu of 
twenty-five yellow pines which grew 
in the arid region of northern Arizona 
After carefully measuring the thickness 
of every ting in all the trees, making 
some 10.000 measurement*, and fixing 
their dates, he examined the rainfall 
record* available for the locality. 

The agree menu between ring growth 
and rainfall was striking.

He 
ran away to sea. and worked up till 
he was a 'duly qualified master mari¬ 
ner. Then, at twenty-seven, he entered 
the British navy—not as an officer

But promotion came quickly. He 
was a lieutenant when he made the 
first of his famous voyages, discover¬ 
ing Australia and sall.ng all round 
New Zealand.
